A HORRIBLE CONDITION 


We in this country do not really know. 
much less appreciate, how very well off 
we are. It is well to keep posted upon 
world affairs nowadays that the world 
has got so much smaller since the war, 
and for us all to realize the dreadful cou- 
dition of the rest of the world as com 
pared with our own beloved homeland, 
Amcrica, and for that reason we are giv- 
ing herewith some extracts from a long 
article in the Bulletin, written by Charles 
K. Russell, that are absolutely astound- 
ing. Mr. Russell has just returned from 
Europe, and has been over there and back 
four times during the past year. Among 
other things, he says: 

““A large part of Europe is starving. 
We shall have to keep it alive, It is 


broken, prostrate and beginning to de- 
spair. We shall-have to set it again upon 


its feet. It is slipping upon the edge of 
chaos. We shall have to save it, if it is 
saved at all 

“For nearly five years agricultural 
and other production has been strangled 
by the war. The result has stmek ns 
now... It is an utter collapse of all the 
means and machinery of life. 

“Over great areas of popnlous couniry 
there is next to nothing to eat; there are 
no supplies of clothe medicine, seeds, 
shoes. 

“Even in countries 
are the best, 


where — c¢ondition- 
countries west of the Rhine, 


such as Belgium, Holand, much of 
France, the distress is acute. Kost of the 


Rhine it is intolerable. 

“The records of mortality are li + 
those of some visitation in the Dark As 
of some black plague. 

“Practically all of 
Rumania and all of Armenia are starv 
ing. In parts of Austria famine is ap- 
palling. In Vienna only the rieh ean eet 
a sufficient amount of food. In Constan- 
tinople the people in February were dy- 
ing faster than they could be buried. In 
Germany the present slender food stocks 
will be exhausted in about two weeks and 
what may happen then fills all thinking 
men with inexpressible alarm. 

“Ttaly has worked through the winter 
rations, without coal and with

her industries largely paralyzed in conse- 


quence. France is in a state of the ereat- 
est econonic peril. In Russia, millions 
have dicd this winter of starvation and 
of the epidemics that have resulted frem 
undernourishment. Poland and Behemia 
are in the direst want The lives of the 
uew gavernments hang from das to day 
on the sheer question of food. 

“ «The terrible possibilities that hat lack be 
hind these conditions may be gathered 
from ‘what is going on in Bulgaria. Star- 
vation and despair have been followed hy 
such chaos and anarchy that mankind 
seems to have returned to the lowest 
forms of savagery. Except where the al- 
lied troops are stationed there is no 
shadow of authority or order. Bands of 
hunger-maddened men road about mur- 
dering and pillaging. Terrible tortures 
sometimes attend their search for con- 
cealed food. The wretched inhabitants 
have only rags to wear and bones to gnaw 
and=thé deaths among them have been 
shocking. 

“In all Europe there is no chance of 
relief from these conditions. In all these 
countries there is a steadily increasing: 
hbaekeround for industrial unrest. 

“Great Britain has seen in the last 
month the worst strikes in its history, 
They have had no other origin than the 
universal dissatisfaction with living con- 


ditions, The coal strike that was threat: 
ened about the end of February would 
have been not a strike, but in effeet a 
revolution. 

“The sole strength of the Spartachs 


movement that has plunged parts of Ger 
many into civil war is the distress of the 
people. Ordinarily, the German people 
could never be attracted by a doetrine so 


absurd and logical as Bolshevism. 
Itmpty stomachs care nothing for logic. 
The desperate fighting at Berlin, Ham- 


burg, Bremen, Dusseldorf and elsewhere 
had merely this origin As the distress 


inereases the fighting will grow worse. 
The startling murders at Munich are an . 


lustration of what we may expect. The 
Bavarians are customarily among the 


most quiet and orderly people in Europe. 
Yet they are capable of this outbreak and 
will be capable of others. still worse if 
they continue to starve.
